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REPORT OF BOARD OF HEALTH, 


FoR THE YEAR ENDING FEBRUARY I5, 1900. 


November twenty-fourth, 1899, a case of scarlet fever 
was reported to us by Dr. Hildreth of Marlboro, in the 
family of M. M. Bailey; we at once attended, to the case, 
and quarantined the house by posting a card on the outside 
door. November twenty-ninth, another case was reported: 
in the same family ; both patients. were out of town when at- 
' tacked with the disease. Every precaution was taken to 
prevent contagion. December twentieth we were notified 
by Dr. Hildreth, that there was no danger of contagion by 
the patients, and to fumigate the house. One of the patients 
being unable to leave her bed and room, by reason of other 
infirmities, we appointed M. M. Bailey, agent to fumigate 
and remove the card, as soon as circumstances would per- 
mit, which duty was performed by him December 30, 1899. 

In discharging the duties of our office, we have complied 
' in every particular with the laws of the state.
